Many Problems 
The bail-out 
capsule 
was de­ 
scribed to an aviation conference 
sponsored by the American Rock­ 
et Society and American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers by C. W 
Russell, assistant project engineer 
of Republic Aviation Corp., Farm ­ 
ingdale, N Y 
Shooting the capsule downward 
out of the bottom of the plane 
along guide rails gets it free safe­ 
ly, Russell said. 
But it has to be strongly en­ 
gineered to stand up when it hits 
the airstream . The pilot has to be 
securely harnessed, so he doesn’t 
hit his head on the top when the 
capsule shoots downward, or ge* 
thrown forward when It hits the 
airstream .
